A^ writer in the Cincinnati Gazette gives 


flic following account of u visit to a place 
where the pauper dead Uf JVaplcs are now 
buried : 


"About two miles from the city, in a 


large square place, enclosed by n high wall, 
there are 300 cistern shaped vaults or pits, 
with an aperture on the top about three 
feet square. These cisterns are soma 20 or 
25 feet deep, by 12-or 15 in diameter, be- 
ing tightly covered with a heavy stone, and 
tightly cemented 
One of those is removed 


by a portable lever every day in the year, 
to receive the dead of that day, and then 
closed again for a year. They begin to de 
posite the bodies about six o'clock in the 
evening, and end at ten.
